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BEGIN SUMMARY: AFTER BEING INFORMED OF CONTENTS OF REF- 
TEL A, DR. MARTIN BLOCH, MINISTER OF DEFENSE LEBER'S 
PERSONAL ASSISTANT, TOLD EMBOFF THAT A 26 PERCENT FRG 
SHARE OF NATO AEW COSTS WAS TOO HIGH. HOWEVER, REITER- 
ATING LEBER'S BELIEF THAT THE WASHINGTON CONVERSATIONS 
HAD BEEN MOST USEFUL, BLOCH SAID HIS MINISTER WOULD BE 
WILLING TO DISCUSS THE MATTER AT THE MARCH 25 MINIS- 
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TERIAL MEETING. BLOCH ALSO STATED THAT THERE WAS NO 
REALISTIC POSSIBILITY THAT FRG CONSTITUTIONAL PROCEDURES 
FOR AWACS PROCUREMENT COULD BE COMPLETED BY THE MAY 17 
DPC MEETING. FINALLY, HE WARNED THAT IT WOULD BE 
COUNTERPRODUCTIVE WITH THE GERMAN PARLIAMENT WERE THE 
U.S. TO PRESS AWACS TOO HARD OR EMPHASIZE THE BRITISH 
TIME CONSTRAINTS TOO MUCH. END SUMMARY. 

1 . EMBOFF MET DR. BLOCH MARCH 21 TO DISCUSS THE GERMAN 
PERCEPTIONS OF THE RESULTS OF MINISTER LEBER'S MARCH 15/ 

16 VISIT TO WASHINGTON (REPORTED IN GREATER DETAIL BY 
SEPTEL). HE TOOK THE OCCASION TO HAND BLOCH A NON- 
PAPER GIVING THE CONTENTS OF REFTEL A. AFTER READING 
THE NON-PAPER AND AFTER STATING THAT LEBER HAD FOUND 

THE WASHINGTON CONVERSATIONS WITH SECRETARY BROWN MOST 
FRUITFUL, BLOCH SAID HE FELT THAT THE FRG POSITION ON 
TWO ASPECTS OF THE NATO AEW REQUIRED FURTHER 
CLARIFICATION. FIRST OF ALL, MINISTER LEBER HAD NOT 
AGREED TO A 26 PERCENT FRG SHARE IN RETURN FOR THE U.S. 

AGREEING TO INCREASE ITS SHARE TO 33 PERCENT. HOWEVER, WHILE THE 
FRG FELT A 26 PERCENT SHARE WAS TOO HIGH, THE SUBIECT 
WAS ONE WHICH THE MINISTERS SHOULD CERTAINLY DISCUSS. 

(EMBASSY COMMENT: THIS SEEMS TO AGREE WITH REFTEL B 
WHICH REPORTED THAT LEBER CONTINUES TO RESERVE HIS 
POSITION ON A 26 PERCENT FRG COST SHARE). 

2. THE SECOND MATTER BLOCH FELT WORTH CLARIFYING CON- 
CERNED THE DECISION TO BE TAKEN AT THE MAY 17 DPC 
MEETING. BLOCH SAID IT WOULD BE MOST UNREALISTIC TO 
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EXPECT FRG PARLIAMENTARY APPROVAL BY THAT DATE. IT WAS 
Cl .EAR FROM PRELIMINARY SOUNDINGS THAT THE FRG PARLIA- 
MENTARY INSTITUTIONS INTEND TO GIVE AWACS INTENSIVE 
SCRUTINY. THE BUDGET COMMITTEE, IN PARTICULAR, INTENDS 
TO GO INTO THE SUBJECT IN GREAT DETAIL. 

3. BLOCH CLOSED BY REPEATING THE FAMILIAR FRG PLEA THAT 
THE U.S. NOT PUSH AWACS TOO HARD. HE SAID IT WOULD TAKE 
TIME TO CONVINCE RESPONSIBLE BUNDESTAG MEMBERS THAT THE 
FRG SHOULD PARTICIPATE IN A NATO AEW PROGRAM. IN HIS 
OPINION, A CRASH PROGRAM TO TRY TO FORCE AN EARLY 
DECISION WOULD FAIL. WHEN EMBOFF MENTIONED BRITISH TIME 
COMSTRAINTS, DR. BLOCH STATED THAT THE GERMAN BUNDESTAG 
WOULD SIMPLY NOT LISTEN TO ANY ARGUMENT FOR AN EXPEDITIOUS 
FRG DECISION BASED ON THE ALLEGED NEED TO 

MEET ANOTHER COUNTRY'S PROBLEMS.
